The Story of How 
a Simplified Skip-Hoist Control 
Helped Produce 43,478 Tons 
of Pig Iron in a Month

AST and continuous operation of a modern 

blast furnace depends on two things. First, 
the careful co-ordination of a complex operat- 
ing system. Second, all the parts of this sys- 
tem must perform their functions repeatedly 
day in and day out over a period of years. 
In this complex system, the skip hoist plays 
one of the most important roles. 


By simplifying and speeding up skip-hoist 
operation with amplidyne exciter control, a 
large midwestern plant, in March of this year, 
established a new pig-iron production record of 43,478 
tons in one month, and set a new daily high of 1,608 tons, 


The skip hoist in this plant hauls the measured load 
of iron ore, lime stone, and coke from the loading 
mechanisms in the stock house up a 200-foot incline to 
the furnace top. These skip buckets make 900 to 1100 
trips daily up this incline. Each bucket must make this 
trip without fail as its turn comes around in the time 
sequence of the loading program. 


Since so much depends on continuity of operation, the 
skip-hoist drives, for many of the modern blast furnaces, 
use a highly developed, adjustable-voltage, d-c system 
Ww ith two hoist motors and two generators. 


For this plant, General Electric engineers arranged 
these motors and generators into a two-unit system, so 
designed that either unit can operate the 
hoist. They further designed the system so 
that either hoist motor, by simple switching, 
may be connected to either generator. Con- 
trol of the hoist speed, rate of acceleration 
and retardation, and the division of the load 
between the units were further simplified and 
made more accurately responsive by using 
an amplidyne exciter for each generator.

Construction employment declines 
in most large industrial centers 


War Manpower Commission survey of representative cities indicates 
serious unemployment ahead. Work of meeting the continuing 
scarcity of housing is the one bright spot 


Results of a nationwide survey by field 
workers of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion indicates that many construction 
workers will have to shift to other in- 
dustries in which hourly rates of pay 
are lower than in construction. There is 
a continuing need for housing to ac- 
commodate in-migrant workers in some 
busy centers but the general prospect 
for long continuing employment from 
that source is not good. 

A study of the labor situation in six 
widely-separated construction areas as re- 
ported by WMC analysts, indicates that 
new construction will not absorb im- 
pending layoffs. The areas studied, which 
represent a wide variety of construction 
activity, include New York City as a 
non-boom construction region; Detroit 
for general industry; Tulsa, aircraft; 
Seattle-Bremerton and Tacoma for ship- 
building; and Washington as a general 
construction-boom town. 


No scarcity at New York 


In New York City which, because it 
lacked a war construction boom, is an 
area of labor surplus, and which in 1940 
employed 132,000 construction workers, 
had an estimated 1,000 such workers 
available the first of this month, with 
6,000 more expected to be unemployed 
by November, and 12,000 by next May. 

Construction there has declined about 
40 percent since March, 1940, and it is 
estimated that it will drop about 15 per- 
cent more before next March. 

Construction activities in New York 
now are mostly essential repair and 
maintenance work requiring painters, 
and mechanical trades. The only jobs 
open for heavy construction men are 
those of laborers, helpers and learners, 
in shipyards or other war industries at 
wage rates well below those in the con- 
struction trades. 


Critical shortage at Detroit 


In contrast to New York City, Detroit, 
where war-equipment manufacture has 
necessitated a vast building program, 
has so critical a labor shortage that ra- 
tioning of male labor has become neces- 
sary. The common labor shortage is 
most critical of all, and particularly in 
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the construction trade. In addition to 
labor furnished through the unions, the 
local employment office recently _re- 
ported orders for 300 common laborers 
which it found difficulty in filling be- 
cause workers preferred well-paid inside 
work to outside labor. No letup in con- 
struction activities is indicated before 
late fall. It is estimated that housing 
for 10,000 families still is needed in ad- 
dition to that now under construction. 

At Tulsa, lack of materials is noted in 
particular as affecting employment. Ex- 
cept for the building or conversion of 
dwellings, there is no important con- 
struction activity at present, and none is 
proposed. 


Housing on the West Coast 


In the shipbuilding areas on the West 
Coast, the greatest present need for con- 
struction labor is on housing. Though a 
field report from the Seattle-Bremerton 
area says the short duration of construc- 
tion projects makes it impossible to pre- 
dict future employment trends, it adds 
that most heavy-construction workers are 
expected to be laid off by September. 
Much of the slack, however, is expected 
to be taken up by housing construction. 

Over 12,000 family units are pro- 
grammed for construction during the 
rest of this year, with 5,000 privately 
constructed units to be completed during 
the same period. It is estimated that 
over 2,000 more family units can be 
added through the National Housing 
Agency’s conversion program, and an- 
other 400 by private means. Completion 
of dormitory facilities will care for about 
3,000 persons. The total planned hous- 
ing program would care for 22,000 work- 
ers not now in the area, which is about 
10,000 short of the in-migrants expected. 


Demand declines at Tacoma 


At Tacoma, construction began to 
taper off about March, and it is ex- 
pected the majority of large jobs will be 
completed this fall, leaving the construc- 
tion of housing as the main building 
activity.

Concrete oil barge work 
to be reduced one-half 


The U. S. Martime Commission has 
reduced from 65 to 33 the number of 
non-self-propelled concrete oil barges to 
be built. 

Reduction in the construction program 
was brought about with cancellation of 
contracts with the MacEvoy Shipbuild- 
ing Corp., Savannah, Ga., for all but 
seven of the 23 barges that company was 
to build (ENR, June 17, p. 878). and by 
reducing from 20 to four the number to 
he built by McCloskey and Co. at its San 
Jacinto plant at Houston, Tex. Neither 
company has as yet delivered any of the 
barges contracted for. 

The commission’s contract continues 
in force with the Concrete Ship Con- 
structors, National City, Calif., for com- 
pletion of that company’s full quota of 
22 barges. Seven of these have been de- 
livered and three more launched. 

Reasons given by the commission for 
reducing the number of oil barges to be 
built are: Increased costs over original 
estimates; serious delays in construction, 
which the commission says, however, 
were unavoidable on the part of the con- 
tractors; material difficulties; and engi- 
neering difficulties encountered when it 
was found that it was impossible to use 
the same standards that would be used 
in building a concrete structure for use 
on land. The difference in price between 
original estimates and actual construc- 
tion will not be known until the contracts

Board of direction of the American Society of Civil Engineers adopts 
@ program for stimulating the advance preparation of drawings, 
specifications and financing plans for public and private construction 
immediately following cessation of hostilities 


A policy to be applied to planning for 
postwar construction was approved by 
the board of direction of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers at its meeting 
held in Los Angeles July 29 (ENR, 
August 5, p. 225). The statement ap- 
proved by the board had been prepared 
by the society’s Committee on Postwar 
Construction, which committee was au- 
thorized at the spring meeting of the 
board upon recommeidation of the Con- 
struction Division of the society and was 
appointed in June. The committee con- 
sists of G. Donald Kennedy, chairman, 
Adolph J. Ackerman, Dean G. Edwards, 
Frederick H. Fowler, Gustav J. Requardt, 
and Frank T. Sheets. 

A summary of the statement follows. 
Its full text is to be published in the 
September issue of Civil Engineering. 

Despite the fact that this country is 
engaged in a total war. a program of 
both private and public construction 
projects of unquestioned usefulness that 
can be undertaken after the release of 
manpower from the armed services and 
war production activities is essential if 
that manpower is to be quickly absorbed 
in peacetime pursuits. To this end the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
offers to the country its facilities and 
accumulated knowledge in working out 
the practical procedures that are neces- 
sary. 


Many men available 


Due to the approaching completion of 
the great war construction program, many 
experienced engineers and _ architects 
whose services could be usefully em- 
ployed in the preparation of detail plans 
and specifications for postwar construc- 
tion projects are becoming available. 
Many of these men are above military 
age or incapable of combat duty. 

Plans for postwar construction should 
be based on the assumption that the work 
will be done under the contract system 
employing the training and experience 
of the many competent contracting or- 
ganizations of the country. 


industrial construction 


Under the leadership of the Committee 
for Economic Development, industry is 
developing tangible plans for prompt 
conversion from war production to the 
making and marketing of peacetime 
products. Part of the task of meeting the 
pent-up demand for durable and con- 
sumer goods will be the alteration or 
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construction of plant facilities, which 
work will be speeded by advance prep- 
aration of detail plans and specifications. 
Some of the structures built as part of 
the great expansion of plant facilities 
made necessary by war production needs 
may be suitable for conversion to peace- 
time production; others will have to be 
dismantled. Many older facilities al- 
ready are obsolete and will have to be 
modernized or replaced. 


Much housing work anticipated 


An acute demand for new private hous- 
ing is expected to manifest itself as soon 
as wartime limitations are lifted. This 
will be true despite the large volume of 
war housing, much of which was built 
on a bare subsistence basis. Also, much 
of this war housing is not properly lo- 
cated for peacetime use. 

While new designs, materials and con- 
struction methods will attract interest in 
the postwar period, wide acceptance of 
radical changes from customary styles 
of architecture and methods of construc- 
tion are not anticipated. 

An early start on housing can be 
stimulated through stimulation of the 
advance purchase of sites for individual 
homes or housing projects. 

Active interest in multiple unit hous- 
ing is anticipated, both as new develop- 
ments and as replacements for decadent 
areas in large cities. 


The place of public works 


Based on past records. industrial con- 
struction and private housing should ac- 
count for approximately two-thirds of 
all construction activities in the postwar 
period, the remaining third being public 
works. There is a limit to the volume of 
employment that can be provided eco- 
nomically on the construction of public 
works, hence plans for such projects 
should not be carried to the point of un- 
balancing the national economy and 
stifling private initiative. 

Curtailment of civilian construction 
during the war has built up an accumu- 
lated demand for public construction 
projects. Many such projects will be 
most useful immediately following the 
war in meeting an acute unemployment 
condition if detailed drawings, specifica- 
tions, and contract documents can be 
prepared before the war ends. Contracts 
can then be let to provide flexibility in 
using such construction projects to the 
best advantage of the nation’s economy.

planning for federal public 
works that might be undertaken in the 
postwar period is already under way 
and all agencies engaged in the various 
forms of construction for the federal gov- 
ernment are surveying projects which 
profitably could be undertaken.

Cooperation needed 


If a program of postwar construction 
is to be effective, the energetic coopera- 
tion of professional, civic, business and 
labor organizations and of executive and 
legislative branches of federal, state and 
local governments is needed and is soloci- 
ted.

Oil and water mixed 
in Norris City reservoir 


About 5,000 barrels of oil poured into 
the north section of the Norris City, Ill, 
water storage reservoirs after a valve in 
the Big Inch oil pipeline from Texas to 
the East gave way on Aug. 6. 

At the time of the mishap water was 
being taken from the south basin so the 
water supply was not contaminated. How- 
ever, it took a week to clean out the north 
basin and restore it to service. A new 
valve was installed promptly. but a con- 
siderable amount of oil was pumped 
through the break before it was discov- 
ered. 

The first crude oil to reach the 
east coast poured into storage tanks at 
Marcus Hook, Pa., on Aug. 15. 

Oil shipments out of Norris City have 
declined markedly since the 24-inch pipe- 
line went into service. Only about 400 
carloads of oi] are now loaded daily com- 
pared with 1.200 carloads previously.

Because it requires different wording. 
though no basic difference in treatment. 
a separate regulation concerning ter- 
minated construction contracts will be 
issued by the War Department within 
about a month. Such contracts are not 
covered in the lengthy procurement regu- 
lation just issued by the department. 


Hearings on two applications to con- 
struct nearly 1500 miles of natural gas 
mains leading from the Hugoton gas 
fields are to be held by the Federal 
Power Commission late in August. A 
hearing will be held soon at Kansas 
City, Mo., on an application of the Cities 
Service Transportation and Chemical 
Co., Ponca City, Okla., a newly organ- 
ized affiliate of Cities Service Gas C€o., 
for permission to construct a 26-in. line 
extending 231 miles from the Hugoton 
gas field in Texas County, Okla., to 
Cities Service Gas Co.’s Blackwell com- 
pressor station in Kay County, Okla. Ap- 
proval of construction of facilities to 
handle the gas to be delivered is also 
requested. 

A 22-in. line which the Hope Natural 
Gas Co., Clarksburg, W. Va., seeks to 
build would extend 1,140 miles from the 
company’s existing facilities in Kanawha 
County, W. Va., to a point in or near the 
Hugoton field in southwestern’ Kansas. 


Ten areas in the United States have 
been added by the War Manpower Com- 
mission to the 40 previously designated 
as acute labor shortage areas. Three of 
them, Butte, Mont.; Eureka, Calif.; and 
Hawaii were classified and added to the 
list for the first time. The other seven 
were taken from the list in which labor 
shortages were anticipated within six 
months. They are Anderson, Ind.; Ever- 
ett, Wash.; Los Angeles, Calif.; New 
Bedford, Mass.; Oklahoma City, Okla.; 
Racine, Wis.; and Spokane, Wash. 

All California areas but the 15 already 
listed as having an acute shortage or 
liable to one within six months have 
just been classified as areas in which a 
general labor shortage can be expected 
after another six months. 

The Dayton-Springfield, Ohio, area 
alone has been removed from the acute 
shortage group. 


Incomplete returns of questionnaires 
sent to a ten per cent sampling of the 
country’s lumber yards in a survey being 
made by the War Production Board’s 
Lumber and Lumber Products Division 
indicate heavy reduction in lumber in- 
ventories during the past six months. 
About half the questionnaires are yet to 
be returned. Some yards report they 
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have had to close because they can not 
get needed species, grades and sizes of 
lumber. 


Basic mill prices on hardwood and 
softwood lumber have advanced, effective 
Aug. 10, ten percent as a result of in- 
creased labor wages for lumber workers 
approved July 9 by the director of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization. The increase was 
authorized by the Office of Price Admin- 
istration. There are certain exceptions. 
Among softwoods, the increase does not 
apply to plank and timbers of hemlock, 
mixed northern softwood, nor western 
white spruce. There are certain hard- 
wood and other exceptions also. 

Also effective Aug. 10 are “interim 
price ceilings” for six additional areas 
on softwood lumber sold through dis- 
tribution yards. This brings 82 percent 
of the nation’s lumber yards under in- 
terim ceilings which are, in effect, tran- 
sitional prices for use until dollars-and- 
cents ceilings for each area are estab- 
lished. Ceilings for the remaining areas, 
including the northwestern states, Wis- 
consin and upper Michigan, and for the 
South, are to be issued soon. Prices 
established are at a level comparable to 
those of March, 1942.

Plan 50 high-speed roads 
for postwar Britain 


The Institution of Highway Engineers 
of. Great Britain has prepared for the 
government plans for postwar construc- 
tion of a system of high-speed highways 
that will permit safe motoring at 100 
mph. 

Fifty routes have been mapped 
connecting all important towns without 
passing through any of them. At the 
proposed speed, a motorist could drive 
from Manchester to Edinburgh in 90 
minutes. The plans provide for refresh- 
ment rooms, sleeping quarters, first-aid 
stations, gasoline service stations and 
garages at convenient intervals. 


Sewage treating method 
to be tested at Ann Arbor 


A series of eight tests are being made 
at the sewage treatment plant of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., to test the efficiency and 
capacity claims made for the Mallory 
oxidized-sludge process of sewage treat- 
ment. Ordinary plant equipment is used 
in this process in which a new method 
of control is involved. 

In order to meet representative situa- 
tions in sewage treatment, eight tank and 
chemical combinations will be used. Each 
test will be run one week. 

All tests will be supervised by W. F. 
Shepard, engineer for the Michigan 
health department and the inventor of 
the process, E. B. Mallory of Hacken- 
sack, N. J. Results of the tests will be 
checked at Michigan State College and 
at the public health school at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. The tests are spon- 
sored by the state health department. the 
university, the college and the city. 

Arrangements for the series of tests 
were made at a meeting of 35 health and 
sanitary engineering experts employed 
by the State Stream Control Commission, 
the U. S. Public Health Service, the 
New York, Wisconsin and Illinois health 
departments, the Great Lakes and Upper 
Mississippi divisions, U. S. Engineer De- 
partment, and the cities of Muskegon, 
Muskegon Heights, Lansing and Jackson, 
Mich. 
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Merchant shipbuilding 
ahead of quota at midyear 


Despite slight delays due to some 
yards’ having to convert their facilities 
from Liberty Ship building to construc 
tion of oil carriers, United States ship- 
yards during the first seven months of 
1943 delivered into service 1,046 new 
merchant vessels, aggregating 10,485,500 
deadweight tons. Construction is at nearly 
peak capacity, and is more than one-half 
the scheduled production of 19,000,000 
deadweight tons of merchant ships and 
special craft for the armed services by 
the end of this year. 

The July output was 158 new vessels 
with a deadweight tonnage of 1,670.700 
according to a Maritime Commission an- 
nouncement. While this is nine ships 
short of the previous month’s produc- 
tion, tonnage is but 300 tons less, due to 
construction of large units in July. Of 
the 158 new ships, 109 were Liberty 
Ships, 16 were fast C-type cargo boats 
and 16 were tankers. 


Emphasis on oil carriers 


The seven months’ total includes 88 oil 
tankers with a deadweight capacity of 
1,013.000 tons, as compared with 62 
tankers totaling 998,200 tons constructed 
during all of 1942. Most are tankers 
of 16,600 deadweight tons, with a 135,000- 
barrel capacity. These ships are now 
delivered approximately 100 days afte1 
their keels are laid, which is just half 
the time required at the beginning of 
1942. 

Production schedules call for delivery 
of 511 additional tankers of all types by 
the end of 1944. of which 424 will be of 
the 135,000 bbl. class. The oil-carrier 
program is being further augmented by 
conversion of 102 Liberty Ships, 2 al- 
ready on the ways, into 65,000 bbl. oil 
carriers to help alleviate the oil shortage 
on the east coast, and to make deliveries 
for military use. 


Shipbuilding next year 


The Maritime Commission said on 
Aug. 12 that a tentative 1944 merchant 
ship construction program has _ been 
agreed upon that is about the same size 
as this year’s program, around 20,000,- 
000 deadweight tons. The total number 
of ships for 1944 will run between 1,800 
and 2,000, it was said. 

Of the total, 319 vessels will be the 
new, fast “Victory” ships, on which the 
first keels will be laid in December. All 
will be completed in 1944, a commission 
spokesman said. 

All the speedy C-type cargo vessels 
programmed for next year will be built. 
the spokesman said, adding that a total 
of more than 500 fast ships of the Victory 
and C-type were scheduled for 1944. This 
is about one-fourth of the contemplated 
objective. 
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Available carbon steel 
below urgent requirements 


Available carbon steel is about one- 
fifth less than the amounts requested by 
the 16 claimant agencies for the fourth 
quarter. Total requests amount to a little 
more than 19,500,000 tons, as against an 
estimated supply of slightly under 15.- 
500.000 tons. 

In making allotments, the War Produc- 
tion Board made an over-all reduction of 
about 13 percent of claimants’ requests, 
in contrast to a 25 percent reduction the 
third quarter. Requests of the Army, 
Navy. Aircraft Resources Control Office. 
and Maritime Commission were reduced 
about 9 percent; and all others. includ- 
ing those for exports, were reduced about 
17 percent.

are final. The Require- 
Committee of WPB announces 
that it will not entertain requests for 
supplemental quantities during the quar- 
ter, as it has done in the past. 

The transportation industry alone gets 
1,380,000 tons of carbon steel for “A” 
products, with requisite amounts of alloy 
steel, copper, and aluminum. Of this 
total, the railroad industry gets the larg- 
est amount—400,000 tons of replacement 
rail, 240.000 tons of track accessories, 
and 300,000 tons of other maintenance 
materials. This means that the railroads 
will receive during 1943 a total of 
1,527,000 tons of new replacement rail 
as compared with 1,300,000 tons in 1942.

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Western company sues for 
loss on sand contract 


The Grimmett Construction Co. of Ok- 
lahoma City, Okla., has filed suit in fed- 
eral district court at Muskogee, Okla., 
to collect $106,232 damages from Brown 
& Root, Inc., and W. S. Bellows, Houston, 
Tex., contractors, for alleged misrepre- 
sentation of sand pits from which the 
Grimmett Company was to produce sand 
for concrete construction work on the 
Naval ammunition depot at McAlester, 
Okla. 

The plaintiffs allege that the company 
was induced to enter a contract for pro- 
duction of 300,000 cu.yd. of sand for 
$1.28 per cu.yd. by representations of 
the defendants that the pits from which 
the sand was to be dug were free of 
boulders and comparatively lightly cov- 
ered. According to the petition, the 
plaintiff found this not to be a fact and 
so informed the defendants, but was 
asked to continue the work, nevertheless. 
The plaintiff company was paid only 
$42,888. There were so many boulders 
and the sand was of such limited quan- 
tity, the petition states, that it became 
necessary for the Grimmett firm to spend 
$149,121 to get it out.

CIVIL ENGINEERING construction volume 
in continental U. S. totals $41,648,000 
for the week.
